THE ALBERTA GOVERNMENT HAS 
won an award from the Canadian 
Association of Journalists, but it’s 
not one they’re bragging about. 

The CAJ has awarded Ralph 
Klein’s Conservative government 
the organization's fifth annual Code 
of Silence award for being the most 
secretive government body in Cana- 
da, beating out the RCMP, the Fed- 
eral Liberals, the British Colombia 
government, and the Ontario Attor- 
ney General. The CA) cites the 
province's Freedom of Information 
and Protection of Privacy Act 
(FOIP), considered one of the most 
restrictive in the country, for cinch- 
ing the prize for the Klein govern- 
ment. 

"This year was so tough because 
all the finalists tried so hard to keep 
journalists in the dark," said CAJ 
President Paul Schneidereit in a 


THE PARKLAND INSTITUTE IS CALLING ON 
the Alberta government to provide better 
protection for whistleblowers. 

The director of research at the Parkland 
Institute says there's widespread agreement 
that stronger legislation is needed to ensure 
those who speak up about wrongdoings 
aren’t unjustly punished. She says it's time for 
the government to move beyond talking 
about the problem and start implementing 
legislation. 

"We'd like to see them begin writing an 
act and enabling some legislation to protect 
whistleblowers,” says Diana Gibson. "How 
they're defined, which body they report 
to—the nitty-gritty of how an act can be 
best written to protect whistleblowers.” 

Last week, four former Health Canada 
employees were awarded for their work in 
defending the public's interest by criticizing 
departmental policies. While the four are 
now being recognized for their efforts, most 


of them have suffered serious career set- 
backs and financial difficulties. 

Gibson says it’s cases like this that makes 
her dismiss concerns that trivial complaints 
will be taken too seriously if whistleblower 
legislation is implemented.

In his recent report for the Parkland Insti- 
tute, University of Calgary political scientist 
Keith Archer suggests the current Canadian 
whistleblower legislation is weak. He says 
Alberta should look to Australia, the United 
Kingdom, and the United States for ideas on 
broad coverage of whistleblower legislation. 

"Their approaches have varied but are 
generally more comprehensive that Canada’s 
federal internal disclosure policy and the fed- 
eral legislation introduced to date,” he 
writes. 

He says some of the key aspects of the 
policy should include good definitions of 
whistleblowers and what sorts of com-

plaints should be considered legitimate. 
Then the government needs to set up 
avenues for whistleblowers to make their 
concerns know. That, he says, has to include 


providing the resources to investigate com- 
plaints. 


Gibson says this is a good opportunity 
for Alberta to set an example as to how 
whistleblowers should be treated. 

“It would be great for Alberta to take a 
leading role in developing strong whistle- 
blower legislation,” she says.

A NEW PUBLIC SERVICE ANNOUNCEMENT 
will ask Canadians to think about where the 
meat on their plates is coming from. 

The Canadian Coalition for Farm Animals 
has launched a new ad campaign to encour- 
age consumers to buy organic and free-range 
meat. Filmed on a Winnipeg “Human Society 
Certified” farm, it’s the first Canadian-pro- 
duced television spot to focus on farm ani- 
mal welfare, 

“| don't think most people are aware of 
how farm animals are treated,” says Pat 

Tohill of the CCFA. “Some of the 
animals that provide our 
food spend their lives 
in cages too 
small to 



























Lori Pecorilli and her husband, Tony, are 
part-time organic ranchers, with about 60 
hogs on a farm near Nisku. She says it's 
important to them that their farm is animal- 
friendly. 

“Our hogs are free range—they go out 
to pasture just like cattle do,” she says 
“There's no set feeding time, there's a 24- 
hour food source so they feed themselves, 
and the sows farrow naturally.” 

She says it's important that Canadians 
know there are alternative sources for meat 
where animals are treated well. 

“It’s healthier, it’s humane, and it’s healthi- 
er for the animals,” she says 
“They're not suffering, and they're 
not force-fed.” 

While the new public service 
announcement is aimed at 
encouraging consumers to buy 
organic and free-range products, 
the CCFA also wants to see some 
changes to the farm industry itself. 
“We are intent on banning some 
practices that go beyond the pale, such as 


pens for pregnant pigs,” says Tohill. “it's

Brazil isn’t interested in cash that comes with a US agenda 


BRAZIL HAS REJECTED $40 MILLION IN 
US funds for fighting AIDS because 
of demands that it condemn prosti- 
tution, a key participant in the coun- 
try’s flagship AIDS program. Some 
observers see the move as a rejection 
of Washington's head-in-the-sand 
linkage of neo-con morality and for- 
eign aid. 

“Biblical principles [are] their 
guide—not science,” Pedro Che- 
quer, director of Brazil's AIDS pro- 
gram told media outlets on Wednes- 
day. “This premise is inadequate, 
because it hurts our autonomous 
national policy.” 

Acting in accordance with a 2003 
federal law, US Congress demanded 
that Brazil publicly condemn prosti- 
tution before accepting the funds 
from the US Agency for Internation- 
al Development, or USAID. Prostitu- 
tion is a legal industry in Brazil and 
is a key civic player in fighting the 
spread of HIV/AIDS. 

The Leadership Against AIDS, 
Tuberculosis and Malaria Act of 
2003 refuses government aid to orga- 
nizations that do not explicitly 
oppose sex trafficking and prostitu- 
tion. But bowing to those demands, 
say experts like Jodi Jacobson of the 
US-based Center for Health and 
Gender Equity, would mean contra- 
dicting crucial civic cooperation 
undergirding Brazil's AIDS pro- 
gram, considered a model by inter- 
national health organizations. 

Jacobson said Brazil's sex industry 
plays a crucial role in the battle 
against AIDS in part through its role 


in helping the government review 
donation assistance. Sex workers are 
also a key target for the govern- 
ment’s AIDS education effort. 

“Brazil has taken cutting practical 
approaches, and they were not 
going to adopt an approach based 
on ideology,” Jacobson said in an 
interview on Friday. 


GLOBAL GAG 

The US government globally 
seeds its conservative ideology with 
tools such as the so-called global gag 
rule, a measure that blocks US fami- 
ly planning assistance to foreign 
NGOs that perform abortions in 
cases other than a threat to the 
woman’ life, rape, or incest. 

But Jacobson says that unlike the 
global gag rule, the demands relat- 
ing to prostitution appear to be 
applicable to domestic organiza- 
tions, such as US-based charities 
with international operations. 

And Washington’s response? 

A USAID spokesperson referred 
the questions to a statement made 
by US State Department spokesman 
Richard Boucher. 

“We think it is fully consistent

The Ministry 
of Health distributes 20 million free 
condoms each month, according to 
the Population Reference Bureau, a 
Washington-based research group. 

Brazil also recognizes the constitu- 
tionally based right of each citizen to 
receive AIDS medication regardless 
of their ability to pay. That recogni- 
tion has driven officials in Brasilia, 
the capital, to go toe-to-toe with 
drug firms seeking to charge poor 
countries brand-name prices for 
AIDS medications. 


BRAZIL BEARS 
ITS OWN BURDENS 

Over the years the Brazilian gov- 
ernment has effectively negotiated 
price cuts for some drugs using a 
negotiation strategy based on tiered 
or differentiated pricing. It has also 
funded domestic national laborato- 
ries that luce generic versions of 
other drugs. And, in March, govern- 
ment officials threatened to use a

While we're on the topic of 
panini, Teca also makes some very 
nice grilled sandwiches ($4.75 and 
up), especially if you like roasted 
pepper spread, provolone and veg- 
gies in between pieces of that 
mouth-abrading toasted bread.

THE WORLD OF JIA ZHANG-KE'S THE 
World is not the world we know— 
though just how much of the 
world do we know?—but the 
World Park in Beijing, a sort of 
meta-tourist attraction covering 50 
acres and recapitulating ona 
smaller scale global landmarks all 
in one place.

YOU CAN UNDERSTAND WHY 
Quentin Tarantino is a fan of Chan- 
woo Park's work. Set Oldboy in the 
States and you have a recipe fora 
film much in the spirit of Pulp 
Fiction. The mythology of the war- 
rior, the glib one-liners at inoppor- 
tune times, and the startling imagery 
suggest the work of North Ameri- 
ca’s enfant terrible. 

Perhaps even more prevalent in 
Oldboy are the influences of the 
Asian masters, directors like John 
Woo (who has the ability to make 
violence look like ballet) and Takeshi 
Kitano, in his early films. That Park 
is working within a tradition takes 
nothing away from the fact that he 
has created a challenging, beautiful- 
ly dark piece of cinema in Oldboy. 
His attention to detail and his ability 
to tie the story’s fragments together 
make Oldboy an entertaining and 
(believe it or not) sometimes touch- 
ing film. 

Oldboy opens in a police station 
where Dae-su (Min-si Choi) has 
been taken for being drunk and dis- 
orderly. Though his friend Lee Soo- 
ah tries to mediate the situation with 
the police, it is clear.that Dae-su is a 
bit of a shit disturber who has spent 
a few nights in the overnight lock-up 
in the past. After a tussle with the 
police, Dae-su and his friend are

As he reflects on time slipping 
away, Dae-su confesses that he has 
learned all he knows from television, 
and has only managed to cling to his 
sanity because he has been fed drugs 
that make him somewhat immune 
to the absurdity of the situation. As 
time passes, desperation turns into 
fury and Dae-su trains his body and 
his mind so that when he eventually 
leaves he will be able to enact 
revenge on those who erased 15 
years of his life. Released by his cap- 
tors, who use him as a pawn ina 


game, Dae-su is aware he is being 
manipulated but has no idea why 
Though he can trust no one, he must 
find his captors in order to unveil the 
truth 

In portraying a man desperate to 
uncover the truth in a world clouded 
by affective memory, Park has creat- 
ed a film that is visually sumptuous 
and compelling on many levels. He 
has learned from his predecessors 
the soaring lines of Vivaldi piercing 
the air as a tooth is forcefully extract 
ed is reminiscent of John Woo's 
work; the cartoon-like violence as 
Dae-su wipes out a team of thugs 
only to have the elevator open to 
reveal another gang is black humour 
at its best 

These moments would amount to 
nothing, however, had Park not 
transcended the confines of cheesy 
violence to dig deeper. In Oldboy, the 
director has done what Tarantino 
could not quite accomplish in his Kil! 
Bill series: create a mythological 
piece where the story supercedes the 
spectacle. 

Oldboy is excellent not only 
because of the director's understand- 
ing of the craft of ing, but 
also because the story intelligently 
transforms a situation from a seem- 
ingly innocent time into a tragedy in 
the spirit of Shakespeare.

FREUD WAS THE ULTIMATE SURREAL 
ist, or so says David King, poised to 
present his thesis show at Studio 
Theatre this week. The piece he has 
chosen, which is also the last show in 
Studio Theatre's season, is British 
playwright Terry Johnson's 
Hysteria—a comedic look at the last 
days of Sigmund Freud's life. 

“The premise is that after fleeing 
Vienna for London in 1938,” King 
explains, “Freud is visited by 
Salvador Dali, haunted by a 
mysterious woman, and berated by 
his irate neighbour Yahuda—who is 
angry about his theories on Moses 
as an aristocrat.” 

King, the founder of Out Produc- 
tions, a Montréal project-based gay 
and lesbian company, says he was 
attracted to the piece because of 
what it has to say about Freud's con- 
troversial legacy. “He went through 
a period of self-analysis before he 
died. There is great controversy 
about him in the feminist movement 
for his comments about hysterical 
women and his patriarchal views

Charm of smart Citadel closer is more than theoretical

TO START THIS REVIEW IN A SPIRIT OF 
total transparency, I have to admit I 
had major reservations as I took my 
seat to watch Humble Boy, the 
Citadel Theatre’s Shoctor season 
ender. 

Yeah, Charlotte Jones’ play does 
boast an impressive track-record and 
loads of English press kudos, but 
I've seen more than one “hit” show 
not survive the passage over the 
North Atlantic. In particular I was 
put off by the central conceit of the 
show—its desire to harness astro- 
physics as a metaphor for family life 
(as in: not another show that will 
badly apply Chaos theory to simplis- 
tic ends)—and by its ambitious-yet- 
seemingly-ham-fisted structural 
tricks (i.e., the basic plot of the show 
riffs off of Hamlet). 

Yet, despite my walking into the 
show remarkably pre-sour, this 
delightfully ambitious domestic 
drama wormed its way past my 
defenses and totally charmed me 
theatrically and intellectually speak- 
ing. This slick production isn’t afraid 
to take risks emotionally, mining the 
text for laughs, awkward moments, 
and sentimental diversions when 
needed. 

The plot, in breathless summary: 
Felix Humble, played by Calgary's 
Christopher Hunt, is an emotionally 
stunted 41 year old who comes 
down from his Oxford astrophysics 
studies to attend his father’s funeral. 
He immediately locks horns with his

mother, Flora, played by Elizabeth 
Shepherd, a wildly overbearing and 
deeply materialistic and hedonistic 
woman, who's already taken up 
with another man—the caustic 
George Pye, played by John Wright. 
Making matters worse is the person- 





ally horrific fact that this “other 
man‘ is the father of Felix’s ex-girl- 
friend Rosie, played by Natascha 
Girgis. The upshot: fur flies in even 
the most innocent of family gather- 


ings. 
I was most impressed at how 


organically the play made use of 
physics as metaphor. The hyper- 
compulsive and insecure Felix car- 
ries his unmodulated career search 
for an overarching physics theory 
(ie,, the single unified theory that 
would explain every aspeet of physi- 
cal behavior across the universe) into 
his private life in the wake of his 
father’s death. In essence, his search 
for the “mother of all theories” blurs 
in his awkward desire to explain his 
own and his mother’s desire, becom- 
ing a search for the “theory of all 
mothers.” 

All this theorizing (which includes 
his mother’s endless psychoanalyz- 
ing and criticizing of Felix in his 
turn) stands on its own two feet on 
the intellectual level, commenting 
significantly and referentially upon 
itself, and dramatically in getting 
ever-so-neatly in the way of these 
headstrong characters easily and 
directly talking to each other in any 
meaningful way. 

The structural references to Ham- 
let ended up working far better than 
I thought it would, in large part 
because it’s deployed subtly in the 
first act and is then turned upon 
itself ever so neatly in the second act. 
In effect, the play turns on its own 
device and starts to question the 
existence (and certainly the useful- 
ness) of the very idea of “tragedy” as 
a metaphor for modern domestic 
life, given how pathetic (as in the off- 
spring of literary pathos) domestic 
realities really are. 

I have to praise the quality and ~ 
emotional truth of the acting, espe- 
cially the subtle character turns of

Water's Daughter is beautifully 
produced on the tiny stage at the 
Third Space. The closeness of the 
audience to the thrust stage creates a 
claustrophobic environment—simi- 
lar to the one described aboard the 
Batavia. Schmidt's has elegantly 
choreographed the piece, effectively 
contrasting the uneasily orderly 
world of the Batavia, with its rum- 
blings of discontent and occasional 
flashes of bestial behavior, and the 
terror and chaos of life after the ship- 
wreck.

recent Kings Of Disco compilation, BBE/Rap- 
ster has trotted out two new installments of 
the “Kings” series.

Blues Fest ropes in big names and rare treasures 


FOR THE SEVENTH CONSECUTIVE YEAR, 
Edmonton will be host to a high-energy 
blues festival to be held at Hawrelak Park 

This year’s Labatt Blues Festival will 
once again wrangle in top-notch blues 
swing and boogie woogie experts from all 
over North America under the direction of 
Festival co-producers Cam Hayden and 
Carrol Deen (full disclosure: Cam Hayden 
is a SEE contributor). 

“Every year we say ‘This year’s the best,’ 
and we're saying that again this year!” 
exclaims Hayden with a hefty laugh. “We 
added 10 per cent to the artistic budget. 
That opens a few more doors. That allows 
us to get two world-class headliners, Del- 
bert McClinton and Koko Taylor.” 

Taylor is the undisputed Queen of the 
Blues, a Chicago-based vocalist with a 
career spanning over 40 years. She's 
received Grammy nominations for six of 
her last seven albums and has been a Blues 
Hall of Fame inductee since 1999. 

McClinton is a Texas-born big band 
blues master who's also received his fair 
share of awards and recognition. It's been 
over |5 years since he’s spiced up an 
Edmonton stage and should definitely 
prove he is still one of the most dynamic 
acts around. 

Announced May |8th, the line-up for 


the Blues Festival includes such other big 
names as Canada’s own “Mr. Rock ‘n’ 
Soul,” Curley Bridges, as well as six-string 
master W.C. Clark, blues supergroup The 
Mannish Boys, and guitar veteran Zac Har- 
mon and his Mid-South Blues Revue, 
among others 

“One of the things we both really like 
about the festival is that we introduce acts 
to Alberta audiences that have never been 
here before,” says Hayden. “Sometimes 
those are the ones that have the biggest 
impact, because people may not have an 
idea who the hell someone is, and so get 
their socks blown off.” 

One particular act to watch out for is 
Mem Shannon, a New Orleans native who 
splashes his music with rhythms unique to 
the Mississippi delta: funk, blues, R&B, soul, 
and hints of jazz. The Washington Post said 
of Shannon that he is the “finest social 
commentator since the days of Willie 
Dixon and Percy Mayfield.” 

The seventh edition of the Labatt Blues 
Festival will take place from August 19-21 
at Heritage Amphitheatre and shows will 
go on rain or shine.

“WE ALMOST NEED TO DO ANOTHER CD 
release,” suggests The Fabulous BeeFeed- 
er's front man, Aldon Brewer. “Our 
release in March should have been better, 
but it started snowing that day and every- 
thing was crazy, so a lot of people stayed in 
that night” 

Proto Mojo deserves to be heard. One 
hour on the nose, the CD lures the listen- 
er into a sprawling, psychedelic-fed, long 
strange trip through country-rock, fuzz- 
pop, reggae, funk, and pretty, late-era Beat- 
les-esque semi-balladry, gleefully dragging 
the adventuresome spirit of the late-'60s 
with them, Informed by mind blowing, sing- 
a-long lyrics packed with myriad cultural 


reference points and raw sentimentality, 
it's a fun, amusement-park ride of a record 
for those who have affection for long-wind- 
ed jamming and epic songs. 

The record would be an exercise in 
chaos if not for super-clean production val- 
ues and first-class playing from the band 
and guests like AA Soundsystem’s Lane 
Arndt and veteran horn player Lyman 
Brown. 

“It took four years, but we got the 
album we wanted,” Brewer says, explaining 
that Proto Mojo is actually the result of the 
BeeFeeders winning a demo contest held 
by Steve McGarnigle’s Blackbox Studios 
way back in 2001. “It’s really a snapshot of 
our last decade of playing music. Some of 
these songs go back to when we were a 
quartet, begging Filthy McNasty’s to let us 
play there.” 


One tune, the sweeping psych-rock- 
stravaganza “Almost See The Light,” goes 
back even further, written by Brerwer’s 
father years ago. “Homage was really our 
goal for the record,” notes Brewer. “It was 
a great exercise, because of our jam band 
roots. It gave us structure and let us com- 
pare arrangements and really tighten up.” 

Brewer notes that they do keep their 
gigs looser experiences, though. “No two 
shows are alike—we're not a formula 
band. Usually, | don’t get set list until | am 
on stage. We don't even rehearse a ‘set'— 
just songs.” 

For the upcoming night with Souljah 
Fyah, Brewer promises the band will be 
“upping the dub quotient.” 

“There's a morph taking place with our 
sound, overall. We're moving away from 
long jam-hippie-rock towards a more 
urban feel. Our new material is more 
danceable.” Brewer laughs, “We're far 
from exclusively psychedelic, anyways—it 
takes too much out of you to try to be 
trippy all the time.”

Where to begin... 

From the most overused chord progres- 
sion known to man on the underwhelming 
“Beverly Hills,” to the cringe-inducing verses 
of “We Are All On Drugs” (“When you're 
out with your friends/in your new Mercedes 
Benz/And you're on drugs...”), there are defi- 
nite moments here that can only be 
described as insipid. When the saccharine 
organs and corn syrup lyrics of “My Best 
Friend” kick in, you'll find yourself wondering 
whether you're actually listening to a Smash- 
mouth record. And the solos... my God, the 
solos. | thought guitar solos this cheesy died 
alongside '80s soft-rock. 

The packaging boasts a Rolling Stone blurb 
that alleges that Make Believe “recaptures the 
naked honesty of Pinkerton and The Blue 
Album." And a few moments come close, 
like the piano and handclap-driven numbers 
“Perfect Situation” and “The Other Way.”

But | suppose Dan Snaith's choice of 
Caribou for his sonic alter ego does have a

He needs something catchy, because his 
tag is being bandied about with increased fre- 
quency on the heels of the release of The 
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Milk of Human Kindness, a delicious and 
inspired masterpiece of poptronica. Milk 
takes Snaith further into the happy land of 
aural accessibility, being more cohesive than 
2003's Up In Flames and light years ahead of 
his interesting but demanding 2001 debut, 
Start Breaking My Heart. 

Milk streaks out of the starting gate with 
“Yeti,” a breakneck, hypnotically droning 
affair that sets the bar, if not the tone, for 
the rest of the record. Both the synth work 
and the drums are mesmerizing, and the ten- 
sion generated by the dynamic relationship 
between these elements on this track and 
throughout the album makes for some 
thrilling listening. Snaith often plays them 
against one another, creating incredibly com- 
plex confections that hold together by virtue 
of some spectacularly deft songwriting. 

Everything here is solid, but there are real 
stunners: “Bees” is the spacey spawn of Can 
and Canned Heat, and the superfly beats and 
near toy-piano tinkling on “Pelican Narrows” 
are going to be pinched by a gajillion MCs for 
mixed tape mash-ups.

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VELVET TOUCH 

The fact that John Cale had noth- 
ing to do with the recording of 
Loaded, not to mention the complete 
communication breakdown between 
him and Lou Reed, didn’t diminish 
Richman’s enthusiasm nor diminish 
the sheer magic of Cale’s mere pres- 
ence in the studio. To Richman, Cale 
was still a Velvet, and he regarded 
the lugubrious Welshman with the 
respect usually reserved by the » 
apprentice for his master. Cale, for 
his part, later described the four-day 
long—or four-day short—recording 
session with the Lovers as “nice and 
quaint.” 

According to Cale, the atmos- 
phere was relaxed and pleasant, 
since The Lovers’ were a band lack- 


and found 


ing in prestige. But the actual record- 
ing was still pretty peculiar since the 
band didn’t really want to be pro- 
duced: they simply wanted to play 
their tracks and have someone 
record them. Additional takes and 
overdubs were considered unneces 
sary compromises that would only 
deprive the tracks of their inherent 
energy. 

A total of six tracks were commit- 
ted to tape, “Astral Plane,” “Road 
Runner’ (later recorded by the Sex 
Pistols), “Pablo Picasso” (recorded 
thirty years later by David Bowie), 
“Someone I Care About,” “She 
Cracked,” and “Old World”—and 
it’s pretty obvious that it wasn’t 
exactly a Dark Side of the Moon that 
the Lovers set out to achieve. The 
execution is Spartan, almost border- 
ing on appalling, yet appropriate. 
What the Lovers referred to as the 


inherent energy of the tracks has cer- 


tainly been preserved for posterity 


DELAYED MODERNITY 
Alas, it would be four long years 
before the world around them was 
allowed to partake of this energy. 
For a variety of reasons, The Modern 
Lovers remained unreleased until 


1976. In the meantime, Richman and 


the others made several more 
recording sessions, with, among 
others, Kim Fowley and Robert 
Appere. The Fowley sessions were 
discarded in their entirety, while 
two tracks from the Appere ses- 
sion—’Girl Friend” and “Modern 
World”—found their way onto the 
album, as did “Old and Dignified” 
















(which should be recorded by 
Bowie) and the self-produced “Hos- 
pital.” 

Apart from the last one, it’s the 
recordings produced by Cale that 
remain the most striking, providing 
the bonding rivet between the Vel- 
vet Underground's fizzling out and 
the punk explosion that followed 
It’s an effort Richman has never 
quite managed to follow up— 
though not for lack of trying.

| SMILE WHEN | NOTICE THAT THE 
sign over the doorbell of the Kinky 
Cobbler’s studio says, “Buzz 203.”

“They're made of epoxy, the same mater- 
ial used in the Tool & Dye industry to mold 
car parts,” K.C., otherwise known as Johnny 
Waterfalls, tells me, as he proceeds to 
explain the rather complicated process of 
making the molds for his custom-designed, 
handcrafted line of silicone dildos. 

Thanks to a late shipment of silicone, he’s 
currently backed up on an order of Friend Il, 
a design originally requested by a buyer who 
said some customers thought Friend | wasn’t 
quite big enough. He also added a little art- 
deco style ridge on the base of Friend II 
when a German buyer requested a clitoral 
stimulation feature. 

Yes, Johnny likes to please, and is always 
looking for new ways to do it. 

And while he appreciates suggestions 
from his buyers, he finds inspiration every- 
where; even on the lapel of his date’s dinner 
jacket, as was the case with his newest toy— 
the Sili-Lili, 

“We were going out to an event, and she 
was going in male drag,” he explains. “I made 
her a Calla Lily for her lapel. It was lovely, 
and | thought, what if all the bits vibrated?” 

Thus was born the Sili-Lili—a tri-coloured 
silicone dildo that looks just like a Calla Lily, 
except, stick a waterproof vibe in it, and the 
petals and stamen vibrate, Fold the petals 
back, and you can use it for penetration. 

“This has produced some wonderful 
waterfalls,” laughs Johnny, suddenly making it 
clear just how he earned his moniker. 


BLOSSOMING BUD 

In fact, one of Johnny's signatures is the 
curve of his dildos, designed to hit a 
woman's G-spot, an idea he admits he dis- 
covered through experience. It’s a trade- 
mark I've grown quite fond of ever since 
Johnny sent me a Rosebud about a year 
ago—another special design feature.

4,100 women die of the disease, according to 
the American Cancer Society. Most of these 


cancers are caused by “high-risk” strains of 
HPV, and early detection through Pap tests of 
cervical cancer saves lives. According to the 
CDC, most women who develop invasive cer- 
vical cancer have not had regular cervical can 
cer screenings. Don’t let that happen to you 
ladies. 


1 had a hysterectomy last year as a result 
of cervical dysplasia caused by HPV 
infection. My doctor said that | had had 
the virus for years, and that it generally 
takes that long to get to this point. I've 
never had the warts or anything. About 
two months ago | spent a week knocking 
boots with a friend. He knew I had had 
the hysterectomy, and he knew why. 
Some time later he slept with another 
girl. She discovered last week that she 
has cervical dysplasia. She accused me of 
spreading diseases. | explained that | 
didn’t think she could have gotten to 
that point in the space of a month, and 
that massive numbers of women have 
HPV without knowing about it. Did | 
give it to her?

Here’s another “no” for your collection, E: “It 
takes months to years to go from HPV infec- 
tion to cervical changes,” said Deborah Oyer, 
Medical Director of Seattle's Aurora Medical 
Services, which provides full-spectrum 
women's health care. “I can’t imagine a woman 
getting HPV and in four weeks’ time progress- 
ing to cervical dysplasia,” which is the appear- 
ance of funky, potentially pre-cancerous cells 
on the cervix. “I would absolve Elsewhere,” 
Oyer continued, “but | can’t say she’s not con- 
tagious. If she still has HPV in her system, she 
could be contagious.” 

Oh, and while we're on the subject of 
HPV... Researchers have been hard at work on 
two vaccines for HPV, vaccines that could save 
thousands of women's lives. In clinical trials the 
vaccines have prevented 90 per cent of new 
HPV infections. Good news, huh? Not for the 
religious right. Bridget Maher of the Family 
Research Council told New Scientist magazine 
that “Giving the HPV vaccine to young women 
could be potentially harmful, because they may 
see it as a license to engage in premarital sex.” 

While the religious right’s war on gay peo- 
ple gets all the headlines, their war on straight 
rights gains ground daily. They've destroyed 
sex education in this country, undermined 


abortion rights, and successfully prevented 
emergency contraception from being made 
available over the counter. Now they're going 
to block the HPV vaccine. Why? Because the 
American Taliban would rather see sexually 
active women dead than vaccinated. 

Hello, straight people? If you don’t want to 
live in a world where you need a license from 
the likes of Bridget Maher to have sex, pre- 
marital or otherwise, you had better start 
speaking up. Most of you seem content to 
merely rubberneck while gay people have the 
shit kicked out of us, and while that's madden 
ing, | suppose it’s understandable. It's not your 
fight. But what explains your passivity when 
your own rights are being attacked?
